Others agreed they would 
9 do the same on a $5-a-hundred- 
weight scale to farmers, adding 
that a $6.50 rate would result in 
a 4 4 e e iu increase. 
Before the strike milk retailed 
for 22 cents a quart in stores, 23 
cents delivered. 
The Fair Share group is made i 
up of m embers of the MMPA who, 
expressed dissatisfaction with the 
older 
organization’s 
bargaining 
and said that, in effect, MMPA 
^fould not bargain under antitrust 
laws because it operated cream ­ 
eries itself. The FSBA insurgents 
remained MMPA members. 
There 
were 
reports, 
which 
MMPA leaders declined to con­ 
firm or deny, that MMPA prom­ 
ised cream eries agreeing to a $5 
rate that MMPA would guarantee 
certain delivery. 
FSBA termed the $5 agreement 
‘ only a bone thrown to the dog”

India Buying 
Military Gear 
From British 
NEW DELHI (J'—Prim e Minis­ 
ter Nehru confirmed 
today 
that 
India has ordered 
military 
sup­ 
plies 
(apparently 
planes 
and 
tanks) from Britain but denied a 
report he had rejected a cut-price 
offer of Soviet arm s. 
Nehru did not 
specify 
exactly 
what India is buying in Britain 
except to say, “ We have discussed 
buying tanks and aircraft in the 
last two years, and it is true we 
recently fmalized details of an or­ 
der.” 
Russia, he reported, “ has made 
no offer to us, but we made in­ 
quiries in Russia. The inquiries did 
not concern arm s as such but m il­ 
itary and civil aircraft.” 
The Indian leader did not say 
what had been the outcome of the 
inquiries to the Russians. But he 
emphasized his government is int­ 
erested in Russian

Museum to Be Built in Honor of Casey Jones

JACKSON, Tenn.—The Railroad 
Gazette In its issue of June 8, 
1900, reporting train accidents for 
April of that year, listed 28 rear- 
end collisions. O nr of these, which 
occurred April 30 on the Illinois 
Central near Vaughn, Miss., wras 
given a terse, routine report that 
ended: “The engineman was killed." 
It was “just another wreck," yet 
this particular accident was des­ 
tined to linger in the minds of 
men so long as the country had 
trains . . . for tho engineman w’ho 
died in that wreck was Casey 
Jones! 
Now Casey Jones, the boy who 
became the greatest railroader in 
American folklore, is going to be 
honored in hi3 home town of Jack­ 
son, Tenn. 
It took 56 years for civic-minded 
folk to get a museum under way 
for him. However, at last his old 
home has been purchased, will be 
restored and filled with historic 
railroad exhibits for the public 
who loved him. Adjacent property 
also is being purchased, and there 
is talk of getting a “twin" of 
Casey's old engine to mount as a 
permanent exhibit in the yard.

WHAT MADE Casey Jones the 
legendary character he is today? 
He was born John Luther Jones 
at Hickman, Ky., on March 14, 
1864. When he was 16 the family 
moved to Cayce (pronounced Kay- 
see), Ky., a tiny village on the 
Mobile and Ohio. Young John was 
hopelessly stricken with "railroad 
fever." 
For two years he did odd Jobs 
in the yards—all for free. Then at 
18 his chance came: the job of 
extra brakeman on M&O trains 
between Jackson, Tenn., and Co­ 
lumbus, Ky. He moved to Jackson, 
found room and board with the 
Sam Bradys. Soon he wras court­ 
ing their daughter Jane. 
Railroaders on his division de­ 
cided there were too many “John 
Joneses" on the payroll, and gave 
him a new name. They knew he 
came from Cayce, so they called 
him Casey Jones, spelling it “the 
easy way." 
Casey went from train sendee 
to engineman, first as a fireman. 
He married Jane Brady, and two 
years later got the break of his 
life.

IT TOOK an epidemic of yellow 
fever, however, to do the trick. 
Engineer ranks had been thinned 
alarmingly by the disease. He got 
on the Illinois Central payroll as 
a fire-stoker, was soon an engi­ 
neer. 
The next IO years were kind to 
Casey. He had two sons, and was 
making a reputation as a “fast 
roller" engineer. 
In 1893 the I. C. assigned Casey 
to No. 638, a new Consolidation- 
type 10-wheeler he had fallen in 
love with at the Chicago World’s 
fair. He was the proudest engi­ 
neer on tile division the day he 
crawled Into the cab, and pulled 
the cord on his six-chime whistle. 
Pretty soon Casey was known

However, they were asked to 
double out, due to the sudden ill­ 
ness of another engineer. So at 
12:50 a. rn., Casey and Sim Webb 
took No. 382 south with th*' Chi­ 
cago-New Orleans fast mail.

According to Sim Webb, Casey 
really “beat *er on the back" that 
night.

In Brazil, for example, the prob­ 
lem of the unmarried, unworking, 
adult daughter is met by permit­ 
ting papa a deduction of 6,000 
cruzeiros for her, whatever her 
age. 
Ecuador and Greece permit 
similar tax deductions for those 
who support spinsters. 
France 
encourages 
newlyweds 
to start families by permitting 
special tax deductions for couples 
married up to three years. The 
theory is that once the government 
has helped them gather a nest egg, 
they will start raising a family. 
Age limits for claiming children 
as dependents also vary: 21 in 
Canada, Chile, Ecuador, France, 
South Africa and the Philippines;

The cloisted fam ily unit of other tim es 
was better, said one speaker. The h o m e , 
form erly a private institution, now is in­ 
vaded by thoughts and emotions other than 
those parents impart. 
The child, once influenced by the pecu- 
iar and individual ideas of parents, now 
has had his horizon widened. Today most 
children are subject to stereotyped influ­ 
ences em anating from radio, TV and other 
sources. 
This is an era of enorm ously increased 
anxieties, found especially in middle class 
fam ilies. There is no ceiling on material 
aspirations and the future is being m ort­ 
gaged for im m ediate pleasures. 
With a m assive appetite for m anufactur­ 
ed products, the gap between what a fam ­ 
ily w ants and w hat it can obtain is widen­ 
ing. This m akes for m aterialistic worries 
which only a concentration on the spirit 
can cure. 
These are m atters which every home 
has noted and with which the nation will 
have to learn to live. A good goal would be 
the true w elfare of the child. What builds 
him up physically, m entally and spiritual­ 
ly is worth while. What does not should be 
put aside. 


ANOTHER SPRING 
SPR IN G TELLS the world: “ Wake up!” 
P o ets are stirred to voice the sam e idea, 
in a general w ay, though not so effectively. 
Spring does som ething for practically ev­ 
eryone—as it w as intended to do. It is na­ 
tu re’s prom issory note. 
Spring on the land is the beautiful stage 
setting for the action of human aspiration 
in steady conflict with earthly vicissitude. 
Life is a play that must go to its inevitable 
clim a x of eternal destiny. 
Spring m ay m ean less to the young and 
w ell and untroubled than to the ill, the ag­ 
ing and harried, as spectators of its un­ 
folding pageant. The strongest impression 
of spring is its invariable recurrence, its 
perhaps delayed but never-failing certain­ 
ty. It is the triumphant overtone of human 
existence. 
The phrase “hope spring eternal” tells 
the story, for spring and hope are one. It 
m ay be true that “ where there's life there’s 
h ope;” but it is m ore largely true that 
where there’s hope, there is life.

Som ething is happening in Russia that is 
very puzzling but the data is insufficient for 


anyone to support an opinion. 
Therefore 


those who regard them selves as experts or 
who are inclined to earn a living as such 
are in the difficult situation of having to 
m ake guesses which m a y com e out one 
w ay or the other, hoping that a w r o n g 
guess will charitably be forgotten. 
Som e of these experts have com e up 
with the following judgments on what is 
going on in Russia since Khrushchev de­ 
livered two speeches, one lasting s e v e n 
hours, punctuated by tears; the other last­ 
ing three hours and spoken in the m o s t 
profound secrecy. Maybe it w as the second 
speech that w as punctuated by tears. Both 
speeches w ere designed to destroy J o e 
Stalin as a deity and to make him out to be 
a sadistic m adm an or something. So, the 
experts produce the following conclusions: 
1. This is an ordinary purge 
such as 
Stalin em ployed from time to time to en­ 
hance his power. 
2. This is the internal revolution that the 
West has been looking for. 
3. This is the reversion of Communism 
to Christian decency because the S o v i e t 
power is so great that it no longer needs 
to use murder as a weapon. Proof: Khrush­ 
chev did not murder Malenkov. 
4. This is all a show put on to fool E isen­ 
hower and Eden. 
5. This is essential because the collective 
leadership could not build its power with 
the ghost of Stalin alw ays around. 
6. Nothing is happening in Russia that 
does not ordinarily happen as otherwise 
the leaders would not be chasing all over 
the world as they are constantly doing. 
7. The Russian arm y is about to take con­ 
trol. 
• 
Take your choice and you too will be an 
expert. 
Thus far the data that has com e out of 
the Soviet Universal State is so scanty that 
it is practically impossible to evaluate the 
significance of the course of events. News 
stories are obviously censored and are 
very sketchy. Information that c o rn es 
from underground sources only produces 
the impression that the collective leader­ 
ship found Stalin worship a handicap and 
that the cult of Stalinism endangered the 
concept of an oligarchical control i n a 
country which has been accustom ed to be 
ruled by an autocrat for a thousand years 
and more. 
It is possible, also, that there is som e in­ 
ternal struggle for leadership b e t w e e n 
Khrushchev and Malenkov who is now in 
London, being kissed for the benefit of 
photographers. It is probably untrue that 1 
Khrushchev is trying to do m uch more 
dam age to his brother-in-law. Malenkov, or 
that roly-poly would not have gone to E n g­ 
land, leaving his rear unprotected. 
In a word, while the Russian situation is 
puzzling, the various guesses do not help 
us through the maze. The collective lead­ 
ership m ay be in a situation very much like 
our own politicians who m ost of the time 
wonder what they will do next, particular­ 
ly if they are ambitious to be candidates 
for the Presidency or sit around schem ing 
to be appointed to the Suprehne Court or 
som ething like that. 
It might be the sam e in Russia, except 
that they do not have elections there, like 
ours, and it used to be easier to settle pub­ 
lic questions by killing an opponent. N o w 1 
that people like Khrushchev or Mikoyan or 
Malenkov have gone in for not ki ll i ng their 
opposition, it is pretty tough for them to 
get rid of such people or of each other. 
They m ay be engaged at the present time 
in working out a formula for changes in 
governm ent without murdering tile opposi­ 
tion.

They went into 
shock upon loss of pressurization, 
were taken unconscious from the 
planes and died within a few 
hours. 
Fatty tissue, you see. can easily 
dissolve nitrogen from the blood. 
At high altitudes, unfortunately, 
it may release this nitrogen the 
wrong way. 
The bends, for example, m ight 
be caused by gas released at high 
altitudes. 
Into Blood Stream 
Even worse, these freed gas

edness would. Your

with good intentions, they say. 
He is punishing Bud for being 
naturally lefthanded; 
that's 
the 
way it must feel to Bud. 
He 
is 
grinding into the lad a ;*ense of 
ignominy 
and 
inferiority — of 
shameful failure to please his dad 
—in being lefthanded. 
Which

course gives the boy 
an

scious guilty conviction of being 
licked before he gets started in 
life.

“ The best way to avoid the ef­ 
fects of any bomb is to be some­ 
where else when it goes off,” Tait 
quoted from an official publica­ 
tion on radioactive “ fallout” . 
Tait said this, however, does 
not necessarily hold true for an 
H-bomb. lie noted that one must 
also be outside the area of “ fall­ 
out” , or at least well protected 
from it. 
“ One of the best things to do in 
any em ergency,” Tait said, “ is to 
tune in your radio to the Conel­ 
rad civil defense radio channels, 
640 and 1240 on the dial. Matter 
of fact, everyone should have a 
portable radio that they could use 


in case the electricity went off.”

IF THERE is not enough time 
to get away from the target area, 
the next best thing to do is to seek 
shelter, preferably below the su r­ 
face of the earth. The best shelter 
is one covered with at least three 
feet of earth, like the old fashion­ 
ed cyclone cellar; next best is a 
basement. 
If a house has 
no 
basem ent, 
close the windows and stay on the 
first floor. 
In case you

B r a n c h e s or 
boards laid across the top with 
dirt piled on will provide e m er­ 
gency cover.
